The historian said the discovery ; 
was made by retired Springfield 
Postmaster William A. Steiger artd 
cemetery director Arnold Kugler. 
Steiger has been 
taking photo­ 
graphs of grave markers of Spring­ 
fieldians who were associated with 
Lincoln, Pratt said. 
The tombstone bears the carving 
of a dove in flight and this in­ 
scription: 
‘‘Edward B , son of Abraham & 
Mary Lincoln. Died Feb. 1, 1850, 
aged 3 years 10 months 18 days. 
Of such is the Kingdom of Heav­ 
en ” 
l’ratt said the stone was used 
in the burial of Eddie Lincoln in 
Hutchinson’s cemetery. The body 
later was removed to Oak Ridge 
cemetery, where Abraham Lincoln 
was entombed after his assassina­ 
tion in 1865.
